Sorghum Culture. 


MILTON', April 25, 1802. 


J. S. CHAVIK:—Dear,Sir:—In corapli- 


nnce with jour request, I will give my ex> 
perience in the culture of the Chinese Su- 
gar Cane, and also ita manufacture into 
sirup, I have been engaged in tho busi- 
ness far the past three years with Gardner 
Sanders of this place, and, will cheerfully 
give all the information T have acquired. 


In the fall of 1869, we constructed a 


wooden mill for grinding cane,1 and four 
pans with sheet-iron bottoms and wooden 
sides, holding fifty gallons each, but found 
that we not only lost one-third of the juice 
in grinding, but also made an 'inferipr sir- 
up, for we could not cleanse it in such pans. 
We then 'got an iron mill with'three hori- 
zontal rollers, one foot in diameter and one 
foot long—Janesvillu manufacture. I sho'd 
prefer having rollers eighteen inches long, 
for they give the'cano * more chance to 
spread. We done away with the use of the 
pans, and purchased one of Cook's evapo- 
rators. We made, in all, four hundred gal- 
lons of sirnp, which coat us fifty-five cents per 
gallon, selling it at iifty cents. We were 
not discouraged, however, knowing that we 
ommenced wrong. 


In 1860 I planted six and three quarters 


.cres. Mr. Sanders planted about five. I 
ilanted four feet one way, and three feet 


>nd a half the other, tilling it the same as 
orn, and think it is as easy raised, with 
be exception of the first hoeing. 
I suck- 


rod part of it, and am satisfied I had bet- 
er not have done so. We commenced 
uanufacturing in September, while the 
eotl was in the dough, 
The riper it grew 


he richer !t grew in sacearine matter. I 
ised a common lath to strip the leaves off, 
by striking down through the hill while 
t nnd ing. 
It is but little work to strip itiu 


his way. 
I then topped it below the first 


oint, and cut it up above all the brace 
oots. Wo made it up as fast as we'6u>iV 
or fear of ila souring. Two nnd a half 
acres of my cano was fro/en in the hill, 
and tho same proportion of Mr. Sanders'. 
?he first day after souring it made good 
imp; the second day it was good for 
lothtng, on account of its thawing and 
ouring. 
After this, several lots were bro'l 


o us from Rock river, for manufacturing, 
omc of which had been gathered two or 
hree weeks nnd covered with straw, for 
preservation. This made the beat sirup, 
nd soon began to grain, convincing me 
>f tho advantage of cutting the_cane sov- 
ral days before making. There waa still 
.nolher lol brought to us while in the milk, 
nd allowed to remain on the ground un- 
overed for six weeks, through 
several 


torms nnd one frost; and in manufactur- 
ng it into syrup it made n better quality 
ban any manufactured from the hill, allho' 
early ripe. This fall we manufactured 
92 gallons of No. 1 sirnp, which cost us, 


after paying all expenses, forty-five centd 
>er gallon. We sold the same far fifty 
cuts. 


In the fah of 18CI we manufactured 890 


gallons of first quality sirup, which cost us 
ifteen cents per gallon, making* thirty cente 
>er gallon to tho grower; for our share we 
ad one-half, for making. We sold the 
ame for fifty cents, making a clear profit 
if twenty cents per gallon. I think a good 
irujt can be made for twelve and a half 
uents per gallon, by using larger sized 
ivaporntora. Our mill, will express from 
eventy-five to one hundred gallons per 
hour; it is light work for two horses. Our 
wo No, 2 evaporators will mako from forty 
o fifty gallons of sirup per day. 
(Our 


evaporators are too small.) 
A cord ol 


wood will make from sixty to eighty gal- 
ona of sirup, according [to tho quality of 
wood, that will weigh 12 pounds per gallon. 
The wood should be split small and well 
seasoned, for boiling. -We build a shanty 
0 boil it in, in order to keep off the wind. 


Lt is desirable to have it front tho cast, 
with open front, as the prevailing winds are 
rom the west. The windj must be kept 
Vom the evaporators, as it injures the sir- 
up. It may be left open nil around after it 
s high enough to break the wind. 


My opinion is, that tho cane crop is as 


certain as corn, if not more so, nnd I think 
more profitable. 
Tho average yield, per 


acre, is from one hundred to one hundred 
and seventy-five gallons of good thick sir- 
up. It varies in quantity and quality ac- 
cording to soil and ripeness of cane. San- 
dy loam is the beat soil to raise on, making 
more sirup and rv better quality, although 
[ raised one hundred gallons of good qual- 
ity sirup, per acre, on prairie soil, in 18GO. 
1 do not think the Chinese cane will ever 
make sugar to advantage in Wisconsin, but 
the African or Imphee would, judging 
from what I seen and made. 


I would further add, that it stands drouth 


and frost better than corn. 
I have sren 


corn killed by frost, and the cano unharm- 
ed, entirely green, standing side by side. 
The cane wants to be stripped and cut up 
before it freezes, laid in piles, and, if cold, 
covered with straw or the tops and leaves. 
I would recommend not to plant near wheat 
fields, as it would be liable to bo injured 
by bugs.

Sorghum Culture. 


MILTON, April 25, 1862. 


J. S. CHAVIK:—Dear Sir:—In compli- 


ance with your request, I will give my eX' 
perience in the culture of the Chinese Su- 
gar Cane, and also ita manufacture into 
sirup. I have been engaged in the busi- 
ness for the past three years with Gardner 
Sanders of this place, and; will cheerfully 


ive all the information I have acquired. 
Iu the fall of 1859 we constructed a 


wooden mill for grinding cane, and four 
pans with sheet-iron bottoms and wooden 
sides, holding fifty gallons each, but found 
that we not only lost one-third of the juice 
in grinding, but also made an inferior sir- 
up, for we could not cleanse it in such pans. 
We then got an iron mill with three hori- 
zontal rollers, one foot in diameter and one 
footlong—Janesville manufacture. Isho'd 
prefer having rollers eighteen inches long, 
for they give the" cane more chance to 
spread. We done away with the use of the 
pans, and purchased one of Cook's evapo- 
rators. We made, in all, four hundred gal- 
lons of airup,which coat us fifty-five cents per 
gallon, selling it at fifty cents. 
We were 


not discouraged, however, knowing that we 
commenced wrong. 


In 1860 I planted six and three-quarters 


acres. Mr. Sanders planted about five. I 
planted four feet one way, and three feet 
and a half the other, tilling it the same as 
corn, and think it is as easy raised, with 
the exception of the first hoeing. 
I suck- 


ered part of it, and am satisfied I had bet- 
ter not have done so. We commenced 
manufacturing in September, while the 
seed was in the dough. 
The riper it grew 


the richer it grew in saccarine matter. 
I 


used a common lath to strip tbe leaves off, 
by striking down through the hill while 
standing. It is but little work to strip it in 
thia way. I then topped it below the first 
joint, and cut it up above all the brace 
roots. We made it up as fast as we cut it,- 
for fear of its souring. 
Two and a half 


acres of my cane was frozen in the hill, 
and the same proportion of Mr. Sanders'. 
The first day after souring it made good 
sirup; the second day it was good for 
nothing, on account of ita thawing and 
souring. 
After this, several lots werebro't 


to us from Rock river, for manufacturing, 
some of which had been 
three weeks and covered 
preservation. This made 
aud soon began to grain

There wag still 
another lot brought to us while in the milk, 
and allowed to remain on the ground un- 
covered for six weeks, through several 
storms and one frost: and in manufactur- 
ing it into syrup it made a better qualily 
than any manufactured from the hill, altho' 
nearly ripe. 
Thia fall we manufactured 


792 gallons of No. 1 simp, which cost us, 
after paying all expenses, forty-five cenu 
per gallon. 
We sold the same for fifty 


cents. 


In the fah of 1SG1 we manufactured 890 


gallons of first quality sirup, which cost us 
fifteen cents per gallon, making thirty cents 
)er gallon to the grower ; for our share we 
had one-half, for making. We sold the 
;arae for fifty cents, making a clear profit 
of twenty cents per gallon. 
I think a good 


irujj can be made for twelve and a half 
cents per gallon, by using larger sized 
evaporators. 
Our mill will express from 


eventy-five to one. hundred gallons per 
lour; it ia light work for two horses. 
Our 


wo No. 2 evaporators will make from forty 
o fifty gallons of sirup par day. (Our 
evaporators are too small.) 
A cord of 


wood will make from sixty to eighty gal- 
ons of sirup, according ,to the quality ol 
wood, that will weigh 12 pounds per gallon. 
The wood should be split small and well 
easoned, for boiling. 
We build a shanty 


o boil it in, in order to keep off the wind, 
t is desirable to have it front the east, 
ritfa open front, as the prevailing winds are 
rorn the west. The windj'must be kept 
rom the evaporators, as it injures the sir- 
up. It may be left open all around after it 
s high enough to break the wind. 


My opinion is, that the cane crop is as 


ertain as corn, if not more so, and I think 
more profitable. 
The average yield, per 


ere, is from one hundred to one hundred 
ad seventy-five gallons of good thick sir- 
p. It varies in quantity and quality ac- 
ording to soil and ripeness of cane. 
San- 


y loam is the best soil to raise on, making 
nore sirup and a better quality, although 
raised one hundred gallons of good qual- 
.y sirup, per acre, on prairie soil, in 1860. 
do not think the Chinese cane will ever 


make sugar to advantage in Wisconsin, but 
ie African or Impbee would, judging 
rom what I seen, and made. 


I would further add, that it stands drouth 
nd frost better than corn. I have seen 
orn killed by frost, and the cane unharm- 
d, entirely green, standing side by side, 
'he cane wants to be stripped and cut up 
efore it freezes, laid in piles, and, if cold, 
overed with straw or the tops and leaves, 
would recommend not to plant near wheat 
elds, as it would be liable to be injured 
y bugs.

Wo ro 
gfet that this was not known, at the time 
so that an attack might have been made 
while they were moving. Hud this been 
the case, a large portion of their army musi 
have fallen into our hands, together with 
their field artillery. 
Gen. McOlollan prom 


ises to pursue, and " push them to the wall.' 
This ia right, but where is the " wall' 
against which they are to be precipitated ? 
If there was n large federal army in the 
rear, we might have, more faith iu such n 
result. It is understood that the enemy has 
fallen back behind the CbickatnaLominy 
Creek, which flanks Richmond on the north 
east and empties into James river. It is 
said to be a good line of defense, and they 
have probably thrown up defences, prepara- 
tory to their "skedaddle" from Yorktown 


The Kecovery of Gov. Harvey's llody 


The Cairo correspondent of the Chicago 


Tribune says:—Gov. Harvey "a body was re 
covered about sixty miles below Pittsburg 
Lauding. It was first discovered by some 
lads who informed a negro woman who 
drew tho body out of tho stream, and after 
rifling the pockets of threo hundred dollars 
watch, pencil, &c., buried it. The facts 
coming to tho knowledge of Mr. Singleton 
of Brill's Landing, he caused the body to 
be exhumed, and by dint of mingled prom 
idea and threats obtained the valuables anil 
papers. Those fully establishing its identi 
ty, he' sent them, with the body, to tho Ma 
jor of tho 16th Wisconsin, at Pittsburgh, by 
the steamer Lady Pike. Tho body arrived 
ut Cairo this afternoon on the steamer La 
Croase, and was received by Perry n. Smith 
of Applelon, and his brother, J. S. Harvey 
of Chicago, both of whom left this (Sunday) 
afternoon for Chicago with the remains. 


Hemnrka of Governor Salomon.

FKLI.OW CITIZENS:—But a .few short 


months ago, on the 6th of January last, 
there stood upon the steps of this capital a 
man in the full vigor and prime of lifr, who 
holding up bis hand swore faithfully to dis- 
charge the duties of governor of tbh state. 
That man was Louts P. HARVEY, governor 
of the alnto of Wisconsin then being inau- 
gurated 5 and faithfully, honestly and ably 
did he discharge those duties. 
On a sud- 


den there burst upon us, a few weeks since, 
the battle cry of the battle of Shiloh, and 
ttmidst it tho wailing voices of the wound- 
ed of our Wisconsin brothers. A noble 
impulse seized upon the governor of our 
state and at the head of many other phi- 
lanthropic men he hastened down 1o the 
battle field in Tennessee, where our pat 
riotic soldiers lay dead and bleeding, to aid 
in recovering tho dead and alleviating the 
sufferings of the wounded. With untiring 
energy and with the aid of his faithful com- 
panions ho fulfilled his mission, and his 
heart gladdened with the consciousness of 
having dona a good deed, he turned • his 
face homeward to resume his duties at the 
helm of the ship of state. There he atood, 
on the night of the 19th of April, a day 
henceforth memorable in the history of 
our state, waiting anxiously for the boat 
that was to carry him and his companions 
to their homes and friends. Tho boat ap- 
proached, near and nearer; but alas 1 she 
•was not destined to recoive our honored 
chief magistrate I Ere he had reached ber 
ho found a grave in the dark waters of the 
Tennessee.

deeds of morcy upon tho battle4ield, woe 
among the people of his beloved state 5 woe, 
immeasurable woe, was brought homo to 
the anxious, loving hearts of his companion 
in life, and relatives I 


Louis P. HARVEY is no more; but his 


memory will live and be treasured up in the 
hearts of the people of this state, as the 
memory of no prince or potentate will live 
in the hearts of his people. He died n no- 
ble death, to corimemorata which we have 
this day here assembled.

Fort Monroe giving the following particu 
lars in regard to the evacuation of York 
town:

Sunday, 10 A. M. / 


All day, yesterday, tbo rebels kept up a 


hot fire on Gen. Porter's division. No one 
was hurt. Our Parrot gun at Farholt 
court house occasionally answered them 
All last evening and up to midnight, lively 
firing was kept up. About that time their 
firo slackened considerably, and nt two 
o'clock stopped altogether. We fired one 
or two more batteries at them, but got no 
answer. About three o'clock this mornirif 
a building at Yorktown was fired, and Prof 
Low and Gen. Heutzelman went up in a 
balloon and found it was (heir house at 
Yorktown wharf. At daylight they report 
ed the forts empty.. At seven o'cltck we 
occupied Yorktown without a gun being 
fired. 


Of the guns of the enemy, nearly all re 


maining were spiked and dismounted. By 
the side of the river battery were large piles 
of'ammunition, powder, balls and s* ells 
Eight guns were in Yorktown, which is sur 
rounded by a semi-circle. The earthworks 
were all constructed to coyer one another 
in every position, but they must have even- 
tully yielded could we havo got arount 
them. The gun we dismounted the other 
day killed and wounded 14 rebels. 


The fort has been occupied by first bnt 


:aliori New Origans artillery, the 8th ant 
38th Alabama regiments, the 10th and l-ltl, 
Louisiana and the 13th anl 4oth Georgia 
regiments. These troops were ordered to 
report at Howard's Grove, four miles from 
Richmond, and left the fort at midnight, a 
rear guard wa? left, who waited for our np 
jearance, and then retired in the greatest 
mste. Two deaertera who left their regi 
ment in Williamsburg at daylight, say the 
whole rebel army was in a panic. 


Prof. Lowe's balloon reconnoisance dis- 


lovered their rear guard, at 9 o'clock A 
M., to be four miles. Gen. McClellan im- 
mediately ordered out the artillery and cav- 
alry and is pushing after them at full speed. 
All our gunboats came up at 9 o'clock and 
landed some marines at Gloucester, who 
raised the United States flag, amid cheer 
ing that could bo heard across the river. 
The boats all then left and are now run- 
ning up York river and shelling the banks 
on both sides. 


A number of mines had been prepared 


for our troops by placing percussion shells 
under the ground in roadways aud entrances 
to the forts. No whites were to found and 
only a few negro women and babies. The 
town was squalid and filthy, a few days of 
warm weather would have bred a pestilence. 
AB abundance of flour and a largo quanti 


I 


of meat, fresh and salt, was left. All 


e tents were left, but no horses or wagons. 
Reports concur that the rebels consist of 


a mob of about 100,000 men, ill tbd, dirty 
and dispirited. 


The road from Yorktown to Hampton, 


in which we were encamped,was guarded by 
Fort Magruder, mounting a large number 
of guns, part of which were taken awny, 
and part spiked. 
Somo of their works 


were well built and well laid out, while oth- 
ers were wretched contrivances. Tho work 
upon them was finished Friday night, and 
be slaves sent to the rear under guard. 
The rebels have nothing behind on which 
they can make a stand, 


Last night their camp fires all along 


were the same as usual. Tho dense woods 
along the peninsula enabled them to leave 
without being seen by the balloon. The 
arge guns of the rebels were mostly Co 
umbiada taken from the Norfolk navy 
•era. Some of them have recently been 
mounted. The fortifications, although of 


of the roughest character, were very for- 
midable, being surrounded by deep gorges 
almost impossible to pass.

Each steamer brings more or less of these 
goods, concealed as well as practicable by 
those who have appropriated them. The 
United States police institute a search for 
such property on each boat that arrives. 
Thus far they have turned over to tho gov- 
ernment 469 muskets, 50 shot guns, 129 
sabres, 18 Enlield rifles, 24 common rifles, 
ibout one hundred bayonets, some two dray 
pads of cartridge .boxes, and a large quan- 
tity of commissary storea, such as blankets, 
caps, pants, shirts, shoes, haversacks, bed 
sacks, canteens, etc.

Two miles and a quarter below Yorktown 
are three rebel forts, on the west side ol 
tho Warwick river—in front of one of ihern 
Lieut. Wagner, of Philadelphia, WHS killed. 
Our artillery have shelled them out a num- 
ber of times, and an encampment in the 
rear has been so riddled that their barracks 
have been deserted. They have in these 
forts six guns—two in tho left onn, three 
in the centre, and one on the right. 
The 


dam of tho Warwick river runs in front, 
preventing them from coming over or our 
pickets from reaching thorn. Tho artillery 
however, make it so hot that they cannoi 
stay in the forts. In the center there- can lie 
seen, every day, from two to three hundrec 
negroes, with red coats, gray pants am 
slouch hats, strengthening- the work with 
sandbags, digging ditches, etc. 
Whenever 


they dare to come out to fire their artillery 
which is simply field artillery, these negroei 
ram home tho balls which white men fire 
at the hearts of our soldiers. Any one 
who doubts the rebels are fighting side bj 
side with their slaves, can be convinced a 
any hour of tho day by going up to the 
edge of the wo'ods, about twelve hundrct 
yards in front of their .works. With tho 
aid of any ordinary glass, the matter cat 
bu put beyond room for a doubt.—1'aita 
delphia Inquirer.

Remarks of Governor Salomon.

FELLOW CITIZENS:—But a 
few shori 


months ago, on the Cth of January last, 
there stood upon the steps of this capitol a 
man in the full vigor and prime of life, who 
holding up his hand swore faithfully to dis 
charge the duties of governor of this state, 
That man was Lons P. HARVEY, governor 
of the state of Wisconsin then being inan- 
fjurated ; and faithfully, honestly and ably 
did he discharge those' duties. 
On a sud- 


den there burst npon us, a few weeks since 
the battle cry of the battle of Shiloh, and 
amidst it the wailing voices of the wound 
fid of our Wisconsin brothers. A noble 
impulse seized upon the governor of our 
state and at the head of many other phi 
lanthropic men he hastened down to the 
battle 6eld in Tennessee, where our pat 
riotic soldiers lay dead and bleeding, toaic 
in recovering the dead and alleviating the 
sufferings of the wounded. With untiring 
energy and with the aid of his faithful com- 
panions he fulfilled hia mission, and his 
heart gladdened with the consciousness of 
having done a good deed, he turned hia 
face homeward to resume his duties at the 
helm of the ship of state. There he stood, 
on the night of the 19th of April, a day 
henceforth memorable in the history of 
our atate, waiting anxiously for the boat 
that was to carry him and his companions 
to their homes and friends. 
The boat ap- 


proached, near and nearer: but alas! she 
was not destined to receive our honored 
chief magistrate! Ere he had reached her 
he found a grave in the dark waters of the 
Tennessee. 


Woe spread among his companions, woe 


among those who had seen and felt his 
deeds of marcy upon the battle-field, woe 
among the people of his beloved state ; woe, 
immeasurable woe, was brought home to 
the anxious, loving hearts of his companion 
in life, and relatives ! 


Louis P. HARVEY is no more; but his 


memory will live and be treasured up in the 
hearts of the people of this state, as the 
memory of no prince or potentate will live 
in the hearts of his people. 
He died a no- 


ble death, to conmemorate which we have 
this day here assembled.

The artillery, 
however, make it so hot that they cannot 
stay in the forts. 
In the center there can lie 


seen, every day, from two to three hundred 
negroes, with red coats, gray pants and 
slouch hats, strengthening the work with 
sandbags, digging ditches, etc. Whenever 
they dare to come out to fire their artillery, 
which is simply field artillery, these negroes 
ram home the balls which white men fire 
at the hearts ot our soldiers. 
Any one 


who doubts the rebels are fighting side by 
side with their slaves, can be convinced at 
any hour of the day by going up to the 
edge of the woods, about twelve hundred 
yards in front of their works. With the 
aid of any ordinary glass, the matter can 
be put beyond room for a doubt.—Paila- 
delphia fnqnirer.
